DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1. In response to communications files on March 10, 201 1. Claims 22-30 and 46 are 
canceled and claims 31 and 38 are amended per applicant's request. Therefore, claims 31-35, 
38, and 47 are presently pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 31-35, 38, and 47 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior arts of records, neither anticipates nor renders obvious the following limitations as claimed: 

As to claim 31, the prior art of records fail to anticipate or suggest 

wherein the device selects a desired track log from the set of track log points 
corresponding to the first track log by: 

receiving user- specified desired endpoints for the desired track log based on a user- 
specified time of at least one track log endpoint; 

assigning actual endpoints for the desired track log based on the user- specified time for 
the desired endpoints and the set of track log points; and 

identifying the desired track log using the actual endpoints and at least one track log point 
from the set of track log points, together with the other limitations of the independent claims.

The dependent claims 32-35, 38, and 47 are being definite, enable by the specification, 
and further limiting to the independent claim 31, are also allowable.
